U.S. who are opposed to the A mexjuxan Nazi Party, This type of 
action could induce those Klan leaders to denounce the California 
Ku Klux Klan. 

Los Angeles advise the Bureau if you have a substantial 
reliable source in the newspaper industry who can effectively 
handle such articles and at the same time give maximum 
protection to the FBI.

It is further believed that the Bureau has in its 
possession numerous articles in regard to ROBERT MARVIN SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard of the UKA, having taken the Fifth Amendment 
on several occasions when testifying before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities in 1966. The article could be worded 
or arranged to show that the action of SHELTON, who has subse¬ 
quently been convicted of contempt in regard to this situation 
dealing with his failure to produce certain UKA records, was 
very similar in nature to the action taken by Communists when 
called upon to testify in regard to their activity in the Com¬ 
munist Party, USA. It is believed that the Bureau might 
possibly have several items of interest in regard to Imperial 
Wizard SHELTON and his testimony in Washington, D. C., his 
conduct in numerous instances recently at UKA rallies and 
other public events in various parts of the United States.

The Richmond Division concurs in the Bureau's 
suggestion that the use of the incidents of perversion as 
set forth in referenced Bureau airtel would do irreparable 
injury to the UKA and ANP. 

The files of the Richmond Division are replete 
with incidents and claims of^nomosexual members of the ANP. 
This apparent weakness could be the logical' focal point for 
the ridiculing of the larger groups, namely the UKA. The use 
of the public source information pertaining to the California 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (CKKKK) and the Maryland Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan (MKKKK) could be the first link in the 
intertwining of the groups. The several speeches by GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, Self-styled National Commander of the ANP, 
before Klan groups in the south in the la9t two years could 
be documented and 'thus showing a further intermingling. 

Added to this could be information pertaining to the use by 
the UKA of records manufactured by ROCKWELL'S group, namely 
"Ship Those Niggers Back" and "We is Non-Violent Niggers". 
These records have been obtained and used by some UKA members. 
Another one of ROCKWELL's publications used by Klan members 
is his "Boat Ticket to Africa", a small flyer containing 
abusive remarks about the Negroes.

Thus, if the expose could show the various 
relationships between these groups, including the perversion; 
use of each others' publications; intermingling of personnel 
and other facets of mutual actions, including their hatred 
of the Jewish and Negro minorities. No doubt 4 would be left 
in the public's mind that the groups are one and the same 
and the perversion of one is the perversion of all. The 
discredit of the UKA by this means would surely lead to 
infighting between them, with the resultant loss of meiter- 
ship and so-called aura of respectability. 

The method of the expose would be subject to 
considerable discussion. The Richmond Division is of the 
opinion that the use of the "National Committee for 
Domestic Tranquility" for such an article might be unseemly. 
This committee heretofore has appeared to be on a high 
plane and this type of article might better be utilized 
in a different manner. It is felt that the suggestion, 
if considered, would have to take an almost final form 
before consideration in the method of distribution, therefore, 
the Richmond Division is not commenting on the method of 
distribution.
